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The paper destructor incorporates a drive motor (1) , on the shaft 
(2) of which a pinion (3) is formed. This pinion engages a gearwheel 
(4) of a gear (5) for driving a cutting mechanism (6) . No housing is 
required for the drive motor, and it incorporates a stator (7) and a 
rotor (8) arranged between two plates (9,10) . Both plates and the 
stator are mounted on four bolts (11) . Each bolt has four milled edges 
(17-20) which locate inside holes (14,15) in the sheets (9,10) when the 
drive motor is installed. 

A reception chamber is provided for the paper to be shredded, and 
is positioned at least partly near to and above the cutting mechanism. 
In the floor of the chamber is an aperture closable by a valve. The 
working direction of the cutting mechanism (6) runs inclined to the 
floor of the reception chamber at an agle of 60 deg.
